This dish 
is very good if steamed for the same 
time. It may also be made with cook- 
ed meat. 

Cake Without Eggs.—One coffee cup 
of sugar, powdered, two large table- 
spoonfuls of butter rubbed into the 
sugar, one and a half cups of flour, 
one-half cup of sweet cream, one-half 
teaspoonful of soda. Bake quickly in 
small tins and eat while fresh and 
warm. 

Dry Yeast.—One way of making a dry 
yeast is as follows: One quart of wa- 
ter, put it on to boil with a handful 
of hops and let it boil for half an 
hour. When done strain the boiling 
hop weter on one quart of flour, let it 
stand until quite cold, then add one 
teacup of brisk yeast, and two quarts 
of sifted corn meal; make a stiff dough, 
then squeeze it through your fingers 
into a dish, and put it to dry in the 
sun, or in cool weather near the stove. 
When used soak in a little water. 
Some persons prefer this kind of yeast 
In warm weather, as it is not apt to 
sour. 


SUGGESTIONS TO HOUSEKEEPERS. 


Nuts that have become too dry for 
picking out entire may be freshened 
and “plumped” by soaking a few 
hours in water. 

Lacquered brass—like that on most 
of the iron beds, etc., nowadays—should 
pot be cleaned with acid or scoured 
with anya Wash with hot suds 
and dry quickly. 

A silver polish that it is alleged will 
clean silver without hand rubbing 1s 
made by mixing whiting with a few 
drops of ammonia, then thinning it 
with water to the consistency of cream.

To prevent the icing ofa cake from 
running down the sides, double a piece 
of buttered paper about three inches 
wide and pin it round the cake, letting 
the upper edge project half an inch 
above the cake.

CARE OF THE SINK. 


A dirty sink is an abomination, and 
should aot be allowed. From the 


kitchen comes health or disease, ac- | 
cording as our food is prepared, and the | 


cooking vessels clean or otherwise. 
A dirty dish-cloth is covered with 


disease germs which, if allowed to re-| 


main on it, will multiply to an alarm- 
ing extent. The practice of using any 
old rag that comes convenient for dish- 
cloths, and hanging them wet under 


the sink and out of sight, cannot be_ 


too strongly condemned. 

The dish-cloth should be of strong. 
loosely woven crash, hemmed and pro- 
vided witha tape for hanging it in 
plain sight. It must be dried before 
it is used again. 

The dish-towels must be rinsed after 
using, and hung near the fire. They

CURRENT NOTES. : l N THE GARDEN 


If you are a beginner at floriculture 
do not attempt too much at first: 

You will find in the florist’s cata- 
logues bewildering descriptions of gor- 
geous novelties and promises of @ 
| wealth of bloom before unknown from 
| Some new variety of flower. 
I would advise—especially if your 
garden space is small and your means 
limited—that you shun these alluring 
dainties. 

To one who has devoted a lifetime to 
‘ horticulture, these novelties may prove 
of value, but when there are so many 

tried and true friends in the floral 

family who will put forth their best 
efforts for one who has but little know- 
ledge of their habits and needs—those 
that will bloom if given the slightest 
encouragement—it is best for the be- 
, ginner to try the easy ones first. 

If you desire an early display of flow- 
| es and a constant succession of bloom 
lfar into the late autumn, begin pre- 
| parations at once. 

; There are many flowers which can be 
| Started in the house in boxes or flow- 
| er pots, during March, thereby enab- 
ling them to reach an advanced stage 
| of development by the time they can 
be bedded out in May. 

Other flowers of easy culture grow 
best when the seed is sown where they 
are to bloom. 
| I shall name and describe some of 
| the more common and popular varieties, 


ieee 
| Giving seasonable hints as to their cul- 


| ture and care which will enable all to 
| Meet with success in the garden. 

The Soil.—Seeds planted out of doors 

—that is, those of the more common 
| Varieties of flowers—will do well if 
| planted in any fairly-rich garden soil, 
| but when raised in the house more care 
| must be taken in preparation. 
Mix well together some ordinary gar- 
| den soi) and a small quantity of fer- 
| tilizer (sheep manure is the best for 
this purpose and can be obtained from 
any florist), and add to this prepara- 
tion a quantity of fine sand—very lit- 
tle if the soil is already porous, but 
| about one-third if hard and clayey. Sift 
| and pulverize this mixture to remove 
|all lumps. It is also well to bake it, 
to kill all anima! life and seeds of 
weeds. Ths more care used in doing 
this the better success wil! attend your 
efforts. 

Some flower pota or small boxes 
should be filled to within about one 
inch of the top with this prepared soil. 
Then you are ready to plant your seeds. 

Be careful not to plant them teo 
deep. Very fine seeds should be mere- 
ly sprinkled on the surface. Larger 
seeds should be planted somewhat 


deeper, but none of the ordinary sorts 
should be plamted at a greater depth 
than one inch. 

Sow in rows and label each with 
|pame. Water sparingly. Keep the soil 
moist, but not wet. Wet soil and poor 
ventilation will cause the seeds to rot. 

Asters.—These beautiful and favorite 
| flowers bloom in the late summer when 
planted in the open ground. When the 
seeds are started in the house in March 
you gain several weeks’ time in the 
season of bloom, and can have a beau- 
tiful mass of flowers long before the 
aster beds of your neighbors, who 
planted the weeds out of doors, have 
commenced to show buds. The aster 
seeds should be planted at a depth of 
} about half an inch. They germinate in 
;from five to seven days. When they 

have grown to a height of from one 
| to two inches in the seed box they may 

be rego, cae into small flower pots 

or to other boxes, where each plant 
ee have ample room te grow and de- 
velop. 

Pansy.—The pansy eeed is of about 
the same size as the aster. Pansies 
take a long time to develop. If you 
wish flowers from planta raised from 
seed in the late summer, you should 
by all means start the seeds in the 
house as soon as possible. For early 
‘spring bloom I would commend a visit 

to the florist for the purchase of 

young plants. Pansy seed for spring 
bloom should be sown in September 
| or October, but of this I will say more 
at the proper season. Seed germinates 
in about a week or ten days. 

_ Verbena.—the verbena usually blooms 
| in July or August from outdoor plant- 
|ing. Seeds started in the house will 
|; @ive you a wealth of bloom as early 
as June. This plant thrives best in a 
sandy soil. seeds are quite elow 
| to germinate, requiring generally two 
| weeks. 

Baleam.—This plant, the old-fashioned 
lady's slipper has been much improv- 
jed by hybridization in late years, and 
'the many beautiful colore and perfec- 
; tion of development bave made it one 
| of the most desirable flowers for ama- 

teurs to cultivate. The seed is quite 

large and should be sown to a depth 
of about one inch. The seed usually 

@erminates in eight days. 
| Cosmos.—This flower is the queen of 
| the garden at a time when nearly all 

others have departed in late autumn 
may be broug into bloom several 
| weeks earlier than its accustomed time 
; by getting an early start witb your 
; seeds in the house. These seeds ger- 
minate in about one week. 

Dahlia—For many vears it was 
| popularly supposed that this popular 
| flower could be raised only from the 
tuber. This is a mistaken idea, how- 
ever, as the seeds germinate quite eas- 

ily, and the many beautiful blooms, 
of the single varieties especially, will 

repay any one for the little trouble 
taken to grow the seedings. Seeds 
germinate in ten days usually. 

Petunia.—The seeds of this flower are 
ivery fine, and great care must be tak- 
len in their sowing for successful re- 
| sults But with proper care any one 
|}may have an extra early bed of petuni-: 
as by following closely the general 
directions given at the opening of this 
article. Seeds germinate in two weeks. 

The seven flowers mentioned above 
are easily grown, readily transplanted, 
and almost eure to succeed. e ver- 
bena, pansy, cosmos, aster and dablia 
are among the moet valuable of our 
garden annuals for bouquets. The pe- 
tunia makee a grand display in the gar-

-|den, but is valueless for cutting pur- 


purposes. The balsam’ flowers unfor- 
tunately lack stems, but the ‘beauty of 
these miniature roses can be shown to 
perfection by placing them in a saucer 
or other shallow receptacle.

A FEW DONT'S. 


Don’t crowd your seeds. Plant them 
one at a time if large enough to han- 
dle individually, and you will get twice 
as many seedlings. 

Don’t forget to spray your seed boxes 
regularly. Lack of care in watering 
is productive of more failures in flower 
raising than any other one cause. 

Don’t plant two kinds of seed in one 
box unless their habits and time of 
germination are the same. Growing 
planters require more water than ger- 
minating ; 

Don’t fail to label your seed boxes 
and to indicate where the rows are 


planted, so that you will know whether 
weeds or flowers are coming up. 


Don’t let the temperature get be- 
low forty degrees in the room where 


you keep your seed boxes. Seeds 
grow best in a room in whicb the at- 
mosphere is kept moist and at an even 
temperature of about seventy degrees. 

Don’t place your seed boxes in the 
direct sunlight until the seeds have 
sprouted. Keep them in a light situa- 
tion, however. Heat is more essential 
than light to seeds; light is essential 
to the development of plantlets. The 
The poung plant is, however, as ten- 
der as an infant, and must not be rude- 
ly exposed to the glare of a hot sun 
allday. Watch carefully for drooping 
leaves, which are a sure sign that the 
plants have had a sufficient sup batb 
and need rest and water.

THE STORY OF THE MUD.

A Crim Reminder of Napoleon's Disastrous 
Retreat From Moscow. 


Lately the French and Russian peo 
ple have had presented to them, as sD 
instance of the irony of fate, a strange 
accidental comment on the wars and 
alliances of mations. As all the world 
knows, the French and Russian peo- 
ples have recently been engaged in the 
most extravagant demonstrations of 
affection toward each other. The Rus- 
fians are also wisely engaged in de- 
veloping their natural and commercial 
resources. In the course of this work 
they have had occasion to deepen the 
channel of the Beresina River, a crook- 
ed and swampy stream, in which much 
dredging has been necessary. 

When the dredgers were lately at 
work eome twelve miles above the towD 
of Borisov, near the bamlet of Studi- 


anka, they began to strike mud of & 
singular quality. It was very black, 
and had a most peculiar and eulpbur- 
ous smell. The chemist of the expedi- 
tion was summoned, and after careful 
inspection, pronounced the “mud” to be 
chiefly composed of gunpowder! In 
some places this gunpowder mud was 
found to constitute a layer nearly two 
feet thick. 


But this was far from being the only 


queer thing which the dredges brought 
up. Presently there began to appear 
skulls, bones and entire skeletons, both 
of men and horses. The workmen were 
in a siate of terror at the gruesome 
loads that the great shovels brought 
to light. 

_ Then, 6o to speak, the story was con- 
tinued, and its development took an 
enlightening form. Along with the 
bones there now appeared guns, sabres, 
bayonets, cannon-balls, buttons, drum- 
sticks, and even tall, old-fashioned mili- 
otd bats in a fair state of preserva- 
tion. 

‘Then it became apparent to all, what 
the chiefs of the expedition already 
knew well, that the edges were at 
work on the ecene of the famous 

PASSAGE OF THE BERESINA 

by Napoleon’s shattered army, in No- 
vember, 1812, on the retreat from Mos- 
cow. 

From Smolensk the French emperor 
had ied forty thousand men, which 
were, indeed, already no more than a 
remnant of the vast army he had taken 
out of France. At Studianka, when the 
Beresina was reached, a bridge of pon- 
toons had to be made, and while the 
French were wending their way over 
on these pontoons, they were fallen up- 
on by the Russians. The battle raged 
fiercely, and many thousands of French, 
with horses, cannon, ammunition and 
supplies, were hurled into the muddy 
stream, never to appear again on the 
surface. 

However, the French legions, though 
they were cold, hungry, decimated, 
beaten and disheartened, were not the 

‘men to sell their lives for nothing; and 
| many Russians also found the bottom 
| of the Beresina. 
| Of the forty thousand French who 
'had left Smolensk, only twenty-five 

thousand succeeded in crossing the 
| river and resuming the terrible march 
toward France. The bodies of their 
comrades, and also of the Russians who 
were overwhelmed, were left at the 
bottom of the stream, which was well- 
pigh choked by the human debris. 

Since that time France, with another 
Napoleon at its head, has again been 
engaged in war against Russia. But 
the fear of a common enemy has made 
the two mations friends now. In_ the 
midst of public demonstrations of an 
affection which seems to pass the love 
of brothers, these reminders of a time 
when the French and Russian peoples, 
if they indeed did love each other, were 
not permitted to show their love, come 
to the surface to satirize the festivities. 

The bones of Napoleon's legionaries 
were given decent burial, and the guns, 
helmets, buttons and so forth were 
ticketed and sent to St. Petersburg as 
curiosities.

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THE FARM. 


ABOUT THE ORCHARD. 

In farming probably no other thing 
is eo sadly neglected and so slovenly 
cared for, or mot cared for, és the 
orchard. In going about the country 
om every hand one sees orchards hav- 
ing every indication that the owner 
expected that all he bad to dowasto 
plant the tree, and after that it should 
care fot itself, and supply him bounti- 
fully with fruit. The result causes the 
owner to affirm that orcharding 1s & 
failure. The majority of the owners 
of these neglected orchards would not 
think of planting any other crop and 
leave it to care for itself, and why 
should they expect it of the fruit? No 
business of any description can run it- 
self and pay a dividend. 

We will assume in the first place that 
an orchard has been properly planted 
out in suitable soil which has been 
well fitted im every respect. Every de- 
tail about the care of it should be con 
ducted in such a manner as to incur 
the least expense and at the same time 
have everything done well. Therefore 
we would use such implements as will 
do the work rapidly and leave the 
ground as nearly level as possible, and 
with the surface well pulverized. for 
the better consition the soil is in the 
better it will endure dry weather, and 
the more readily will the fibrous roots 
of the tree take up and assimilate 
whatever of plamt food there is inthe 
soil. The cultivation should be 498 
shallow as possible and do not use the 
plow except when necessary for turn- 
ing under some crop for green manure. 
We like to bave a good cultivation 
once a week to ten days from the time 
the soil is in fit condition to be work- 
ed in the spring until the middle of 
July or August. Then the trees should 
be given an opportunity to ripen their 
wood and set buds for another season 
of fruitage. An orchard if cultivated 
too late in the season, especially if the 
weather be moist during the autumn 
will have tender branches which will 
be liable to be damaged by severe win- 
ter weather. The object of cultivation 
is not so much for keeping down weeds 
as to keep the surface fine to serve as 
&@ mulch for retaining and attracting 
moisture. 

One who cultivates an orchard 
should be a careful man for no tree 
can be bruised in root or branab with- 
out injury. Of course tne team should 
be a steady one. If one expects to re- 
ceive large crops of fine fruit he must 
not neglect to fertilize well for noone 
must expect to receive something for 
nothing. No crop responds better 


to good fertilization than one of 
fruit, and the better the orchard is fed 
the better will be the quality and 
larger the quantity of the fruit. It has 
been shown by experiment that inthe 
fruit of the apple tree there is three 
times as much potash as nitrogen and 
more than four times as much as phos- 
phoric acid, and that the quantity of 
nitrogen in the leaves is nearly double 
the quantity of potash and three times 
as great as the phosphoric acid, there- 


fore potash and nitrogen must be sup- | 


plied in abundance. We sometimes 
prefer to supply the potash inthe form 

kainit because it is destructive to 
insects and grubs io the soil, but the 
amount used should be two to four 
times as much as in the form of muri- 
ate or sulphate. Potash adds to the 
firmness, flavor and appearance of the 
fruit and for an orchard in full bearing 
1,000 pounsis per acre of muriate or 
sulphate can be used with profit and 
half that amount of phosphoric acid as 
the latter adds color to the fruit. 
Nitrogen is essential to the foliage of 
the*fruit tree and must be supplied in 
some way. The cheapest way of sup- 
plying the nitrogen is by plowing 
under some green crop like crimson 
clover or cow peas. Jf the nitrogen is 


not furnished in this way perhaps ni- | hand. 


trate of soda is the next cheapest 
form. We consider it eeonomy to use 
crimson clover and in some sections it 
would be founn beneficial to sow three 
pecks of oats to the acre with the 
clover thus giving a clover crop which 
will be a protection to the roots against 
freezing and thawing during the win- 
ter and early spring. The value of 
clover tops for nitrogen is found to be 
over $10 per acre and the roots are 
worth over haif that amount, and this 
ig furnished at small expense. as six to 
eight quarts of seed issufficient for an 
acre and can be bought for $3 to $4 
per bushel. If i 
mixed fertilizer let one be used con- 
taining 10 to 12 per cent. of potash, 
seven to nine phosphoric acid andtwo 
to three of nitrogen varyinz the 
amount per acre according to the age 
and condition of the trees.

HOW TO BUY A HORSE. 


If you want to buy: a horse don't 
believe your own brother. Take no 
man’s word for it, says an old horse- 
saan in Horseshoer’s Journal. Your 
ese is your market. Don’t buy a horse 
in harness. Unhitch him. and take 
eveything off but the halter, and lead 
him »round. If he has any failing you 
can se\ it. Let him go himself a way, 
and if he walks right into anything 
you know he is blind. No matter how 
clear and bright his eyes are, he can't 
see any more than a bat. Back him, 
too. 

Some horses show their weakness or 
tricks in that way, when they don’t 
in any other. But, be as smart as 
you cam you'll get caught sometimes. 
Even the experts get stuck. A horse 
may look ever so nice and go a great 
pace, and yet have fits. There isn’t 
aman who could tell it until some- 
thing Bepuens. Or be may have a 
weak back. Give him the whip and off 
he goes for a mile or two, then all 
of a sudden he stops on the road. Af- 
ter a res’ he starts again, but he soon 
stops for good, and nothing but a der- 
rick cam start bim. 

The weak points about a horse can 
better be discovered while standing 
than while moving. If he is sound, he 
will stand firmly and squarely on his 
limbs without moving them, with legs 
pend amei naturally poised; or if 

oot is taken from the ground, and the 
weight taken frean it, disease may be 
suspected, or, at ileast, tenderness, 
which is the precursor of disease. If 
a horse stands with his feet spread 

art or straddles with hind legs. 
there is a weakness in his loins and the 
kidneys are disordered. 

Heavy pulling tends the knee. Blu- 
ish, milky-cast eyes in horses indi- 
cates moon blindness or something else. 
A bad-tempered cne keeps his ears 
thrown back, and a stumbling horse 
has blemished knees. When the skin 
is rough and harsh and does not move 
easily to the touch, the horse is, & 
heavy eater and digestion bad. Never 
buy a horse whose breathing organs 
are at all impaired. Place your ear 
at the heart, and if a wheezing sound 
is beard it ie an indication of trouble.

Foreigners who have enjoyed the 
hospitality of Spanish families in the 
birthplace of chivalry have again and 
again expressed a suspicion that the 
‘orrors of warfare in the West Indies 
must have been exaggerated for polit- 
ical purposes. Their conjectures were 
founded on time-confirmed personal im- 
pressions, but can be applied only to 
special character traits of the Spanish 
nations. ‘ 

Perhaps mo other race of the pres- 
ent world has more strangely localiz- 
ed its idea’ of social duties. Their con- 
ception of generosity could be defined 
by the word, class-loyalty. The meam- 
est blockheads who ever succeeded one 
another on the throne of a great coun- 
try were Charles" IV. and his son, Fer- 
dinand, yet for these two crowned ba- 
boons, the Spaniards poured out their 
blood like water, brave the hardships 
of the wildermess and sacrificed them- 
selves by thousands in the defense of 
Burgos and Saragossa. A Spanish hid- 
algo would sooner cut off his right 
hand than betray a trust of friendship 
after the manner of Thomas Moore, 
who burned the autobiography of Lord 
Byron to please a clique of bigots and 
backbiters; but that same hidalgo would 
be apt to treat priscners of war with 
a cruelty which the valet of Tom Moore 
would have hesitated to practice in a 
dog kennel.

EUROPE’S ELECTRIC CARS. 


The Mileage of 560 in 1895 is Expected to 
Inerense Rapidly. 


Money end material for a street rail- 
way is wanted in Catania, seaport of 
120,000 peopie, at the foot of Mount 
Etna. Catania has no street railways, 
using hacks instead. ‘The suburban 
town of Ognina, where, in spring, sum- 


, 


mer and fall, many of Catania’s inhab- 
itants spend a few months in cottages, 
going to the city daily to attend to 
business, would be a source of revenue 
to a street railway. Iwo projects are 
forming. One is to. interest Belgian 


capitalists—which would mean Belgian 
material. The other is proposed by a 
milling firm, which would use the 250 
waste horse power of their mill to gen- 
erate electricity. This firm would buy 
dy namos, wires, poles, rails and ten cars 
to start with. 

Electric railways are gaining ground 
in Europe. Yet these figures appear 
absurdly small. In all Europe the to- 
tal electric railway mileage in 1895— 
the latest obtaiuable statistics—was on- 
ly 500 miles, an increase of 125 miles 
over 1894, and an increase in the num- 
ber of lines from 70 to 111. Germany 
bas 252 miles, France ®2. Great Bri- 
tain and Ireland, 66, Austria-Hungary, 
44, Switzerland 47, [Italy 24, and oth- 
er countries from six miles down. 

Of the 111 lines, 91 are worked on 
the overhead surface system, 12 on the 
underground system, and & by means 
of accumulators. Hamburg and Leip- 
sic have their electric railway systems

to give up the horse tramway and om- 
nibus service for electric cars.

Cavalry in the arrange- 
ment forms a very important element, 
and it is offirially stated that there 
will be ten cavalry regiments em- 
ployed, inclusive of the First and Sec- 
ond Life Guards, the Royal Horse 
Guards the scots Grays, who are all 
near London, and contingents of Lan- 
cers, Light and Heavy Dragoons, Hus- 
sars, and Koya! Horse Artillery. 
These, with the colonial cavalry con- 
tingents and the Indian special repre- 
sentative cavalry, will all be quartered 
in a new special camp at Hounslow, the 
Engish cavalry being drawn from 
Aldershot, Colchester, and Norwich for 
the occasion. There will be twenty- 
five infantry regiments employed on 
the procession day, which will include 
the seven battalions of the House- 
hold Guards, and the remainder will 


be drawn from Aldershot, Dover, 
Shorncliffe ni probably places fur- 
ther away, andi will represent Eng- 
lish, Irish, Scotch, and Welsh regi- 
ments, with the King’s Royal Rifles 
and the Rifle Brigade.

la dozen have been added, bringing the 
| total number of shippers up to nearly 
| five dozen.”

in any way. 

“Is it so,” was asked,e“‘that 
can be now easily picked up 
Stocan ?” 

“No, a false impression as to this 
appears to hold in the east. There are 
hundreds of prospectors and mining 
men with lots of capital already inthe 
Slocan, and it is now becoming difficult 
to pick up good valuable prospects 
within easy distance of any mining 
centre or with anything like good ship- 
ping facilities.” 

“How do the values of the galena 
ores run in the Slocan ?” 

“Well, they vary. In some mines I 
have visited the galena ore has as- 
sayed 97 oumces of silver to the’ ton 
and 65 ounces of lead to the ton, hav- 
ing a total value of about $100.
